RIOTING AT ITS WORST
IN NEW YORK STRIKE

General Industrial Tie-up
Threatens Unles Meeting
Thursday Brings Peace

NEW YORK, Bept. 20 —After a night of
the worst rioting sinee the heginning of
the present strike of sirest oar men in New
York, in which yubway, elevated and sur-
face carn were gttacked, orders wers Insued
today to the New York police that rioting
must be put down at all eosts

The authoritids are convinesd that the
striking men do not intend to abandon thelr
fNight for recognition without & most des-
pernte struggle. and arcangements have
been made for a more rigld guard than evor
for protection of the cars

Twenly arresits were made today In con-
nection with tha rioting. and of the men
now held Afteen have boen charged with
commiss on of & felony. It I8 the first time
since the strike began that any men ar-
rested for taking part In vielent demon-
stvations have been booked on this charge.
